__ AveusTa, Ga., September 4.—[Special.]— 
‘Frank Danforth, the murderer of Lizzie Gray, 
‘his wife, was hanged today at 12:28 o'clock. 
The execution was in private, and took place 
in the jailyard, in the presence of several 
hundred witnesses. There _ one se ear 
throng of negroes yn the outside, and men an 
boys were wate a the housetops and trees. 
Among the crowdwho got up on the high jail- 
yard fence and viewed the execution, were 
many white women, who unflinchingly stood 
tlie test of their courage. — 

Exactly at 12 0’clock, Sheriff P. J. O’Con- 
nor, with his deputies, and Messrs. Henry 
Campbell, Calvin Sego and Ed Pritchard, en- 
tered Danforth’s cell, where Revs. C. T. 
Walker, Lyons and Goodwin were sitting 
singing most fervently religious and devout 
hymns. 

“Stand up, Frank,’’ Sheriff O’Connor 
commanded. Without a tremor 
or the least nervousness, the murderer arose 
and listened to the death warrant. While the 
preachers were singing and praying, Danforth 
rocked to and fro in cadance with the music, 
testified his belief in salvation by ejaculating 
expressions indicative of the greatest contri- 
tion. His favorite expression was, ‘‘None but 
the repentant can be saved.” 

Without assistance he stood erect and firm, 
and allowed Deputy Sheriff Pritchard to buckle 
a leather belt around his waist, vo which his 

arms were pinioned. 
| THE WHISKY BROUGHT IN. 

Just before the procession started off to the 
gallows, Jailer Collins brought to Danforth a 
half gobletful of whisky, but, after looking at 
it and smelling of it, he declined to taste of it, 
and Rev. Walker told him not to taste it; that 
he should trust. to Jesus Christ all the way, 
and not have false courage to stand the ordeal. 

*“T’]l die sober,’”’ interpolated the doomed 
man. Jailer Collins then turned and handed 
the whisky to Ed,a negro trusty, who was 
standing in the doorway. 

‘Put that under your shirt,’’ said the jailer. 
Ed soon made the red liquid disappear, and 
Danforth, laughingly remarked: 

“*E.d’s glad I didn’t take it, forif Ihad he 
would have missed a treat.’’ 

THE UNFAITHFUL CONFESSOR. 

The only time Frank seemed to become 
affected, and in the least weakened, was 
_ ‘when Rev. George Barnes, the pastor to whom 
“Danforth confessed his crime, and who gave 
the murderer’s confession away at his trial, 
entered the cell weeping, and grasped the 
hands of him who was about to pass from time 
into eternity. Frank’s hands were bound 
then, and he asked Rev. Barnes to take his 
handkerchief and wipethe tears away that 
filled his eyes. 

At 12:10 o’clock the procession started off 
from the cell to the gallows. The preachers 
Jed, Sheriff O’Conner and Deputy Campbell, 
with Danforth between them, came next, and 
the representatives of the press followed.

Three Hundred and Fifty-Five Marble 
Slabs. 

Rome, Ga., September 4.—[Special.]—Every con- 
federate soldier who sleeps beneath the sod of 
Myrtle Hill cemetery is to have a marble slab to 
mark his resting place. The Ladies’ Memorial 
Association some time ago ordered marble head- 

stones for 355 graves. 

The slabs are of Georgia marble, twelve inches 
wide, two inches thick and thirty inches long. 
The name of the soldier and the command to 
which he belonged are carved on the stone. The 
soldiers who are buried here died on battiefields 
near Rome. There are very few natives of Floyd 
among the number. They were in the army of 
Virginia. The cost of the headstones is about 
seven hundred dollars. There remains yet un- 
subscribed about one hundred dollars.

A Story from Terry, Ala., Which Describes 
the Development of Hydrophobia, 

Terry, Ala., September 4.—[Special.]— 
About six weeks ago Hamp Gandy, a respect- 
able and prosperous farmer living near Mor- 
rowville postoffice, in this county, Was bitten 
on the foot by acat that showed symptoms of 
madness. It also bit on the same day a negro 
child and the little three-year-old boy of Mr. 
John Wylie, in the same neighborhood. The 
cat was afterwards killed. 

A reputed madstone was obtained, but it 
failed to adhere in any of the cases. The 
wounds all healed without trouble, and 
all the parties had become 
that no bad effects would result, 

But on last, Thursday evening Gandy, who 
had been feeling unwell for several days, 
came in from the field very warm and thirsty. 
He went to the well and drew a bucket of 
water. In landing the bucket some of the 
water splashed out. He said this caused him 
to have a very strange and unnatural feeling, 
with a jerking in his hands and feet, which 
impelled him toturnaway. Thinking, how- 
ever, this might be caused by being over- 
heated he _ said nothing about it 
at the time, but after cooling off, 
went back, took up the ‘*# dipper, 
and started to take a drink, but was seized in 
the same manner ‘as before, and was unable 
to get the water to his mouth. 

All through that night, and next day, to the 
time of death, which occurred about 6 o’clock 
this morning, he was unable to eat or drink. 
He frequently called for water, but when it 
was brought, he would scream with pain and 
tell them to take it away. 

He complained of pain in side and neck, with 
difficulty of .breathing and sen- 
sation of smothering on ,lying 
down. In the  intermissions between 
the paroxisms, he was free from pain, and 
talked in arational manner. He would not 
admit that his condition was caused from the 
cat bite, but he seemed to have a premonition 
of death, and gave directions to his wife how 
to settle up his business, etc. When a spasm 
was on him he wanted to be going ail the time, 
and asthe disease progressed five men were 
unable to hold him. He attempted to bite on 
of the men who were holding him, and finally 
haa to be tied. 

Dr. D. O. Moseley was called in to see him 
just before he died, but could do nothing 
except to administer morphine hypodermi 
cally, which caused him to die easy. 

It is the first case of hydrophobia in a 
human being that has ever occurred in this 
part of the country. As yet there has been no 
sign of the disease manifesting itself in Mr. 
Wylie’s child. Mrs. Wylie sucked the wound 
soon after he was bitten, and the poison may 
have been all drawn out.

About this time I heard a pistol 
fire, then another shot, and I broke and run, 
and fell in an old well.’’ 

“What did you run for?” 

“T was scared—thought one of them stray 
shots might hit me.”’ 

‘How deep was the well?” 

“A bout up to my neck.”’ 

“What did you do then?” 

“TI went home and went to work.” 

Neither of the other nine men know any- 
thing about the killing. They were not 
present. Didn’t even know each other. 

‘“‘As for cards,” said one, ‘‘we don’t know 
one card from the other.’’ 

‘Well, what are you in here for?’’ he was 
asked. 

“‘Jiston expicion, boss; pure expicion.”’ 

There are now confined in the jail at this 
place twenty prisoners—fourteen for gambling, 
four for murder, one for assault with intent to 
kill, and one for beastiality.

AN ILLICIT DISTILLERY. 


A Still. Is Captured at Mount Vernon and 
Brought to Macon. 


Macon, Ga., September 4.—[Special.]—A 
very queer looking instrument in the office of 
United States Marshal Corbett today has at- 
tracted a great deal of attention. 

It is a genuine, home-made, blockade still, 
and is a very simple though ingenious arrange- 
ment.

It is important that the location of the 
Grady monument be decided on at once.

Cheap Talk from a Cheap President. 

Mr. Benjamin Harrison, who, according 
to his own account, recently smashed a 
weeping southern ‘‘statesman,’’ has another 
fad which is equally worthy of attention. 
When he is not engaged in the business of 
fabricating interviews with imaginary peo- 
ple, Mr. Harrison is raking over the coals 
those unfortunate people who are economical 
enough to buy the necessaries of life as 
cheaply as possible. Not long ago he made 
these remarks, which ought to be loudly ap- 
plauded by all who are in favor of the Mc- 


Kenley monstrosity: 

I cannot always sympathize with that demand 
which we heat so irequently for cheap things. 
Things may be too cheap. They are too cheap 
‘when the man who produces them upon the farm, 
or the man or woman who produces them in the 
factory does not get out of them living wages 
witha margin for oldage. I pity that man who 

ts acoatso cheap that the man or woman 
‘who produces the cloth or shapes it into a garment 
shall starve in the process. 


As a matter of fact, this is the only rea- 
sonable arcument that can be made in favor 
of the McKinley law, which makes higher 
prices for the benfit of the wealthy manu- 
facturers and lower wages for the working 
people. As to the reasonableness of such an 
argument each reader must judge for him- 
self. Mr. Harrison, drawinga comfortable 
salary as president of the Quay party, does 

- not want cheap things. He is able to pay 
high prices, and it irritates him to know that 
there is any large number of people in this 
country who want to buy their goods cheap. 

As Mr. Harrison is neither a statesman nor 
a thinker, he doubtless has no idea of the 
viciousness of the argument which he puts 
forth. He borrowed it from McKinley in 
the first place, and McKinley got it from the 
creed of a greed as cold, and as hard, and as 
inhuman as flint. People who have small 
purses—farmers and workingmen whose in- 
comes are clipped and cut off by the Mc- 
Kinley law and the demonetization of silver 
are compelled to buy cheap goods or go 
without the comforts that civilization has 
made necessary. 

An overwhelming majority of the people 
of this country are what «might be ’° called 
poor. On some of these the burdens of the 
McKinley law and other republican legisla- 
tion rest more heavily than on others; some 
are ground down into the depths of the direst 
poverty; but all of them would be a thousand 
times better off if the prices they are com- 
pelled to pay were better suited to their

Ve invite The Press to a careful com 
of fact#s The prices of American wheat 
and coli@m at home are fixed by the value of 
the surplus sent abroad. This is natural 
and inevitable. Bnt the fact that Great 
Britain. is abe to take advantage of 
a@ condition of things brought about by re- 
publican legislation to beat prices down is 
neither natural nor inevitable. Owing to 
the demonetization of silver here, the bullion 
price of the metal is only 80 cents. This 80 
cents’ worth of silver is worth $1 in India, 
where the metal possesses potential 
money value. 

This presents a situation full of profit to 
the Britisher, With 80 cents’ worth of 
American silver he can purchase a dollar’s 
worth of Indian wheat and cotton, and this 
fixes the price of the American products. If 
the Britisher were compelled to pay a dollar 
for a dollar’s worth of American silver, which 
would be the result of free coinage, the 
American farmers and planters would re- 
ceive relatively higher prices for their wheat 
and cotton. 

Here is no array of statistics, but a simple 
statement of fact. How will The Press 
dispose of it? How can it be explained 
away? 

Molders of Opinion in France. 

Now that Zola has proclaimed the neces- 
sity of wiping out Sedan, assuring his read- 
ers that Franceis invincible and has nothing 
to fear, the French are wild with excitement 
and ready for war. 

It is beyond the understanding of an 
American or an Englishman how a 
literary man whose time is passed in writing 
sensational novels can wield such an influ- 
ence, and mold public opinion in matters of 
the gravest importance.- If Thomas 
Hardy, in England, or W. D. Howells, in 
this country, should urge their respective 
governments to plunge into a foreign war 
they would be laughed at in every circle. 

But it is different in France. There the 
popular literary man isa power, When he 
raises his voice in public affairs he is heard 
with attention, and nobody is rash enough 
to intimate that he is talking at random and 
making a donky of himself. During the 
Franco-Prussian war Victor Hugo attempted 
to check the advance of the Prussians 
with sblood and thunder proclamations, 
threatening them with the direst conse- 
quences if they did not calla halt, At the 
same time Alexander Dumas made a raid all 
alone one day and returned to Paris with 
the statement that he had single-handed 
captured about four hundred Prussians on a 
lonely road, where he had surprised them. 
It is unnecessary tosay that the French had 
the utmost confidence in the virtue of Hu- 
go’s proclamations and in the phenomenal 
soldiership of Dumas. 

It is incomprehensible, And yet these 
people who look toa story-writer for war- 
like counsel, to a poet for political economy, 
and to an artist for a financial policy have 
made as splendid andas successful a record 
in peace and war as any other nation in 
the world. 

It is plain that the French are not to be 
judged by our ordinary standards. They 
are able to get there in their own peculiar 
way.

Onions and Their Markets. 
An esteemed ‘correspondent at Virgil, 


Georgia, writes to us as follows: 

EDITOR CONSTITUTION—Your editorial,  ete., 
about onions noted. Yes, that’s the 
way I heard it; onions $3 a _ bushel. I 
planted and raised a big crop, shipped them to 
Atlanta and received for them 60 cents a 
barrel of five bushel each, or 12 cents a 
bushel. If you wish to do the folks that read your 
paper good, you ought to know the inside of 
things before you advise. 


This complaint would have been in more 
satisfactory shape if our correspondent had 
given dates, but he does not even mention 
the year in which he tried his experiment. 
In our editorial we quoted Mr. G.S. Palmer, 
a New York commission merchant, as say- 
ing in The Tribune that domestic onions 
sold in New York the first four months of 
the present year at from $3.50 a bushel to 
$4.50. During the latter part of May they 
declined to as low as $1.25 per crate. Then 
the market reacted, and the Virginia, which 
is the last southern crop, sold at $3 to $4 
per barrel. 

Now, if under the McKinley tariff do- 
mestic. onions command these high prices in 
New York, there would seem to be no rea- 
son why our farmers should not make them 
a profitable crop. 

But our Virgil correspondent says that he 
got only 12 cents a bushel for his onions 
in Atlanta. In that case, if the sale was 
made during the first quarter of this year, 
the Atlanta purchaser must have made a 
good thing out of his bargain. : 

The story is an interesting one. Is there 
any good reason why Georgia farmers should 
sell onions at a few cents a bushel in At- 
lanta when they are quoted at $3 or $4 a 
bushel in New York? 

It is time for our farmers to begin study- 
ing the different markets of the country. 
When they cannot do well at their nearest 
market they should get together and make 
arrangements to send their produce where it 
will command the highest prices. 


The European Situation. 

The recent celebration of ‘Sedan day in 
Germany has revived public interest in the 
European situation. 

It is conceded by the German newspapers 
that the outlook is anything but peaceful. 
The Berlin Post recalls Von Moltke’s decla- 
ration that Germany must remain under 
arms fifty yearsto keep what she won at 
Sedan, and says that if war comes the em- 
pire will be as resolute and courageous as it 
was twenty years ago. | 

No doubt now exists of the friendly un- 
derstanding between France and Russia, and 
the latter’s determination to avail herself of 
the Turkish concession of her right to send 
her war vessels through the Dardanelles into 
the Mediterranean is probably due to the fact 
that the support of the French navy is as- 
sured. 

All the great powers are watchful, and 
their armies are practically on a war footing. 
They are ready for hostilities at a moment’s 
notice. The reasons why an armed ¢onflict 
may be expected sooner or later between sev- 
eral of the powers are thus summarized by a 
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England will strenuously resist the designs of 
Russia, in protection of her vastempire in India 
threatened by the czar and to maintain her power 


in the Mediterranean and in Egypt; Austria fears 


the dismemberment which may take from her 
Croatia and other portions; Italy is restive on ac- 
count of the perplexities withthe vatican and 


with France, and there is the menaced separation © 


of Norway from Sweden, encouraged by Russia, to 
enable the czar to gain an opening upon the At- 
lantic through Finland, which Germany and Eng- 
land alike oppose. Besides these troublous con- 
cerns and involvements of the great powers, is the 
unrest and incertitude of condition of the smail 
nations of eastern Europe, carved from Turkey 


and along the Danube, which are, in degree, sub- 


ject to Russia. Every year these last ten years, 
accordingly, has been sounded rumors and alarms 
of warin Europe. Actually there was little cause 
for these rumors. During the lifetime of the aged 
emperor of Germany war in Europe was unlikely. 
He earnestly desired peace, and he thus strongly 
influenced his contemporary rulers of the other 
powers. Conditions are now materially changed. 
The reigning emperoris young and impetuous, 
with significant ambition to have Germany the 
first military power in Europe. There appears in 
his nature the blood of the great Frederick and 
something of the temper of Sweden’s Charles the 
XII. Germany already feels his strong-willed 
rule, and he has caused European powers to un- 
derstand that he 1s the ruler of hie mighty empire. 
He dared to dismiss Bismarck and compel him to 
retirement. Upon his course to a great extent 
depends the situation in Europe—war or peace. 


Short crops will not stand in the way of 
war, but may precipitate it. The French 
are eager at all times for a row. The masses 
in Russia and Germany would welcome a 
campaign to relieve the monotony of semi- 
starvation. Austria and Italy have their in- 
ternal troubles. England has vast interests 
on the continent, and in Asia and Africa, If 
there is any big disturbance going on she 
will be dragged into it. France and Russia 
cannot much longer contemplate the triple 
alliance of Germany, Austria and Italy 
without making an effort to smash it, and 
the first flash of gunpowder will light a lurid 
blaze throughout Europe, 

It will be a struggle of marvelous interest 
to the lookers-on, The recent deadly im- 
provements in powiler, firearms and field 
pieces—the steel warships, projectiles, torpe- 
does and electrical inventions will make hos- 
tilities more destructive than ever before, 
and each campaign may be expected to be 
short, sharp and decisive. America, quietly 
looking on, and selling supplies to the con- 
tending hosts, will have decidedly the best 
of it.

The Crop Report for September—Two Par- 
dons Refused and Two Rewards 
Offered—Other Items, 


The crop report for September, compiled by 
Commissioner of Agriculture Nesbitt, has gone 
to the printer. 

And the figures it contains as to the condi- 
tion of the cotton crop are not as flattering as 
they were for the month of August. 

In fact a decided falling off is reported from 
every section of the state. This has been due 


the past three weeks. 

Rust and shedding are commonly reported, 
but the crop may be said to have gone through 
the worst. 

The figures from the different sections of the 
state on cotton and corn, as they wil! appear in 
the September report, are: 

North Georgia—Cotton, 80; corn, 100. 

Midd® Georgia—Cotton, 84; corn, 96. 

Southwest Georgia—Cotton, 87; corn, 98. 

Southeast Georgia—Cotton, 82; corn, 100. 

East Georgia—Cotton, '79;-corn, 96. 

The cotton average forthe entire state 82, 
and the average for corn is 98. 

Nochangeis made in the corn average, but a 
decrease of three points hasbeen suffered by 
cotton. 

This decrease is heaviest in southeast Geor- 


. gia, where a loss of twelve points since August 


has been sustained. In southwest Georgia 
there hasbeen a fallingoff of eight points 
since the last report. In east Georgia cotton 
has lost one point. In north and middle 
Georgia a gain of one point is reported. 

The acreage of cotton this year is 90, com- 
pared to Jast ,year’s crop, and the acreage of 
corn is 1.05. 

In his general remarks Commissioner Nesbitt 
willsay: ‘‘The past month has been favora- 
ble to the development of crops, with the ex- 
ception of cotton. Too much rain in the early 
part of the month caused rust and a scalded 
condition of the plant, producing shedding to 
a great extent of both leaves and boll. When 
this condition exists the crops, as far as making 
additional fruit, are finished, and with fair 
weather will open rapidly. Heavy rains in 
the latter part of the month, amounting to 
floods, have greatly injured growing crops, 
cotton particularly.

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THE NEW YORK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, September 4.—-The stock market today 
threw off the forces of depression which have had the 
mapper hand for the last few days, and, although there 
was not that broadness to the dealings which marked 
the former advance, dealings reached a large number 
of stocks, and the leaders all scored material gains. 
There were no reports of frosts in the news of the 
morning, andthe general news of the day wasof a 
uniformly favorable character, both as to earnings and 
the financial and industrial situation. The bull lead- 
ers, however, had evidently made up their minds that 
the decline or reaction bad gone far enough, and they 
went in this morning to lift prices, in which task they 
had the co-operation of outside buyers from all do- 
mestic centers, while London came in asa purchaser 
to a limited extent. The demand for stocks was so ur- 
gent that the shorts went in to cover, and the buying 
of this class of operators prevented the usual reaction 
in the last hour from a realizaticn of profits by traders 
from day today. There was alsoas an indication of 
the selling of the last two or three days, a heavy de- 
mand for stocks in the loan crowd, although nothing 
commanded a premium for use. Grangers were still 
the leaders of the market, especia!ly in point of activ- 
ity, but Coal stocks came to the front in respect to ad- 
vances made, all of them displaying most pronounced 
strength on a comparatively moderate business. Many 
of the specialties, as usual, scored material gains, bat 
the general list, as arule, was moved in sympathy 
with the leading shares within a narrow limit. The 
opening was strong at advances over last night’s prices 
of from % to % per cent, and the upward movement 
was kept going until the close, no set-back of impor- 
tance being seen throughout the entire day, and even 
pafticular stocks showed no reaction worthy of name. 
Five stocks, St. Paul, Union Pacific, Atchison, Bur- 
lington and Rock Island, furnished over one-half ofthe 
total transactions, but the rest of the list was@ot dull, 
and the business of the day footed up respectable fig- 
ures.

THE CHICAGO MAKKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 


CHICAGO, Septembert.—Only a moderate business 
Was transacted in wheat, and while prices were sub- 
ject to numerous fluctuations, changes were within a 
smaller range than usual. The market was governed 
a good deal by speculative operations. Wheat showed 
little strength around the opening, influenced chiefly 
by the fact that cables quoted Liverpool 4% of a pence 
higher on futures. 

There was some good buying at the start, partly by 
local professionals and partly on outside accounts. 
The first trading in December was around $1.01 and* 
$1.01'4, the market getting a little strength from the 
excitemcat which ruled in the provision pit. Bunt the 
demand soon slackencd, and, New York turning sharply 
tothe selling side, that market and the north- 
west being weak, there was an irregular decline to 
$1.00'¢. But the decline reached a good many buying 
orders, and the rnmor gaining currency that Germany 
was to remove part of the duties on American grain, 
there was something of a rally, December reaching to 
$1.01. There was a decline to $1.00'4 at noon, and the 
market continued weak, declining to $1.00\4, but 
rallied near the close, and closed at $1.01. 

Corn was lower, owing to the fact that the antici- 
pated frost did not materialize. There was a light 
frost at Des Moines—too light—otherwise there was 
no appearance of one in the corn belt, as the market 
was bulled yesterday on the danger of a frost, and the 
failure of the prediction knocked out the prop and a 
decline followed. October opened at 59 to 583¢c, but 
broke steadily to 58c. Then there was a gradual! 
hardening owing to the strength in provisions, 
and a large demznd from the shorts, with a reaction 
to 53'gc, and eased off and held for atime around 58 ‘ic, : 
then sold up sharply to 60%c, and the clique was said 
to have sold freely on the advance. In the afternoon 
there was a break to 095,c, und a reaction to 60);,¢c, and 
the market held around 60c for some time, but finally 
weakened and closed at 594c. The advance to 60'<c 
was on & scare about manipulation and indefinite 
rumors of frost, and owing to the fears of manipula- 
tion in September and October trade is rapidly drift-

latest I have are in 1888. In 
eight years it had declined from $1,600 to $650 a 
mile; so that the people and not the road have 
received the benefit of this wide extending com- 
etition, and the widely extended railway com- 
inations. The decline since 1888 I believe, has 
n considerable, but that I cannot state posi- 
tively. In the sections where this fall of 
rates has occurred there have been railway con- 
solidations, railway combinations, not merely in 
continuous through hnes, but in all parts of the 
country a steady gathering together of parallel 
lines into systems, o radiating lines into systems, 
of all character of lines into systems. (Mr. Cal- 
houn here exhibitsa map to the committec.] 
That map shows them, and what is true of those 
lines is true of the railway development of 
America until you find roads like the New York 
Central controlling the road just across the 
river under lease, giving two great parallel lines 
stretching from New York city to Chicago. And 
yet there is nowhere in the world better service 
rendered than there, and nowhere in the world 
are there cheaper freicht rates. 

lam not and never have been the advocate of 
unlimited railway combinations. No man can 
point to an utterance of mine and find one word 
of advocacy of unlimited railway combinations. 
I have been and am tonight an advocate of great 
railroad Systems, of widely extending railroad 
systems, of that character of railway competition 
which time, not theory, but fact, has demon- 
Strated to be most valuable for the development 
of the country. I do not want to go back 
to the day when the only competition 
that we had was competition between iso- 
lated local points, but I wentto move on to 
the day when we here in the soutin, as they have in 
the east, can have great, powerful railway systems 
competing with the great and powerful railway 
systems of other sections of the country, and [ 
have steadily predicted that if one system in the 
south was made successful others would have to 
follow. 

lam not the advocate of monopoly. We have 
never —— to monopolize all the transportation 
systeins of this state. Some of you gentlemen 
who hear me tonight will bear me out that in ad- 
vocating this present railway combination I went 
on record as saying that I advocated it because 
the roads it controls were more supplemental 
than they were competitive. I explained 
that you could not ~ consolidate any 
road under your continuous § through-line 
theory - of «.any other theory’ with- 
out destroying. eertain-amount of competition. 
you could not lease the road from here to Macon 
to the road from Macon to Savannah without de- 
stroying a certain amount or competition. The 
commerce that went/into Macon could come by all- 
rail line this way or by water and rail line that 
way. You might cut your State roadin the cen- 
ter; you might cut the road from here to Macon in 
the center, and you could not reconsolidate them 
without destroying a certain amount of competi- 
tion. oe rasa che Be me co gemenge point might 
come in throw therencd. you wil! gotice the 
trend of comunferce you will find today thie Bereat 
many of the articles that come into this country 
through the east also come into this country from 
the north; so that when you bring a line on your 
continuous through-line theory, into consolida- 
tion with another you immediately destroy coin- 
petition. But why is that character of combina- 
tion sustained? Because it gives more beneficial 
competition than it destroys. These terminal 
roads are more supplemental than competitive. 
I have never denied that at points they 
were competitive, but [ do not believe that there 
has ever been a railway combination of such a 
widely extended character that destroyed as little 
competition in comparison with the vast amount 
it created. Run over in your minds the few com- 
petitive points in this state, and see if that propo- 
sition 18 nottrue. The gentleman from Monroe

Mr. Berner—I wouid like to ask Mr. Calhoun one 
question.

Mr. Berner—I thought so. I did not know 
whether there was any essential difference or not. 
Pardon me for interrvp:ing you, 

Mr. Calhoun—Certainly, certainly, sir. Now, 
we found that the Central system was shut in 
here at Atlanta by the Georgia Pacific, con- 
trolled by the Richmond and Danville. No- 
body pretends for a moment that, under any 
sort of construction, it would not be legitimate 
to consolidate the Central and the Georgia Pacitic, 
but the Richmond and Danville had slipped in be- 
hind here and obtained possession of it. The East 
Tennessee, coming down from the northeast, had 
got in behind the Central at Selina, and controlied 
the road to Meridian. The Louisville and Nash- 
ville had shutit off-at Montgomery. The result 
was that our commerce was being diverted to- 
wards the northeast. Something had 
to be done to _ reverse that tendency. 
The roads were here. They had grown into that 
condition until there was nosone of these sys- 
tems whose lines when thrown into conjunction 
with those of the other systems named did not 
form through connecting lines leading to the 
south Atlantic. Now, was this combination so 
iniportant to the south not to be made because 
here and there it might be said some local compe- 
tition was destroyed? Or were’ we to recognize 
the fact that each of the three roads comprising 
the Terminal system had grown into fixed shape, 
and that if this country wasto get the benefit of 
a great system we had to bring them together for 
the purpose of gettin the benefit 
of their lines which were supplemental, and not 
for the purpose of destroying what competition 
might have existed? The idea of destroying com- 
petition never formed in my inind at any period 
ot time a part of a pian for which i was working. 
It was to bring these three roads together in order 
that they might be made into one strong and 

wertul system and thus give this country the 

nefit of such transportation acili- 
ties as other sections already had, and to 
take those lines that were supplemental gone 
with the other,and build up here a system so 
strong that it would be able to compete with any 
other system that existed on this continent. 

Gentiemen will reinember the history of the 
early debates on this question, and I want to run 
over them briefly, not for the purpose of showing 
that the views we then advanced were correct, 
but for the purpose of demonstrating that the ten- 
dency was to produce the result for which 
we contended. What was the first argument 
that this combination was met with? Thatit 
would destroy the value of the State road; that 
we would control al! the lines in this state and 
strike downthe state’s property and render it 
valueless, and that distinguished Georgian from 
Bartow county was one of the most violent assail- 
ants in this state of the confbination. He had it 
near his heart tosee that great property of the 
state leased for a price that would be 

rofitable to Georgia anda pride to her people. 
ofluenced by that su tion that the State 
road would be injured, he strack at this combina- 
tion. It was my privilege to speak before a spe- 
cial committee of the house,and when asked in 
recard to that subject, I said: “It wil! make the 
State road more valuable; the opposition is mis- 
taken, it will make the state’s property more val- 
nable than it ever was in its history.”

world,” The effort to restrict the lease was made 
on the direct proposition that the Terminal com- 
any controlled the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
jeorgia road running parallel to the State road 
trom. here to Chattanooga, and that it: should not 
be allowed to control the State road also, with that 
fact repeatedly stated, with the argument in favor 
of the restriction based on the proposition that 
the Terminal company would certainly lease it, 
if allowed a chance, and thus monopolize 
western business, and eventually all the railroads 
in Georgia, the state said, “Let the Terminal com- 
pany lease it.” And now is it to be said that the 


’ state, who offered her own property free from re- 


strictions, will strike down a lease that protects 
the invested c@pital of her citizens? Is that just? 
Is that fair? Is that honest? The state set outon 
a line of public policy then. It was a wise line 
of public policy. It was an intelligent line of 
sublic policy. She was committed, after free and 
ull discussion, to that line of public — and 
she would not be justified in doing with her own 
property what she would not allow the citizens of 
this state to do with theirs. There is no question 
in regard to the competition between the East 
Tennessee and the State roads. There is a grave 
question in regard to this claim of competition 
between the Richmond and Janville 
and the Central. Whenever that question is 
heard (if it is fully heard), I will undertake to 
demonstrate that the lease of the Central to the 
Georgia Pacific is emey legal, and within the 
powers and limitations of their respective char- 
ters,and that the competition created by that com- 
bination is of incaiculable benefit to the state. 
The state said in regard to her own 
property: “We will not place any _ resfric- 
tions upon it, This constitutional provision 
needs no enforcement, and we wilt give our prop- 
erty to him who pays most for it.” 

But was the fear of the gentlemen who favored 
that restriction well founded? It was said that 
the Terminal company—now mark this, for itis 
important in watching its future as well as its 
past—that the Terminal eompany was only after 
monopoly; that it desired to monopolize the 
transportation interest of the state, and that if 

iven a chance it would gobble up the State road. 

Vhat was the fact‘ It stood as the 
protector of the state’s interest. It would 
not allow the lease to fail, and to be 
thrown back into litics, and I assert here 
tonight that if it not been; for the action of 
the Terminal company the state’s road would not 
have been leased. The correspondence is pub- 
lished. It did not want that property, but it was 
determined that the charge that it would destroy 
it should be met; and that if the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad did ‘not 
lease it, that it would take it before 
the leate should tail. Was that a grasping mo- 
nopoly? Was that in accordance with the charge 
that the Terminal company was trying to grasp 
every railroad in this state? 

Now, inark another prediction just there. It had 
been said that this Terminal.system would pre- 
vent other roads from being built and other sys- 
teins from coming into the state. What are the 
facts? The representatives of the Terminal com- 
pany had stated that that was not its purpose. 
jot only that it was not its purpose, buc thatit 
that it was 
systems, 


not its tendency, and 
but the forerunner of other 
and that if it stood other systems 
would inevitably follow. Haven’t you got the 
two systems, reaching today to the Mississippi 
river at Memphis, to Louisville and Cincinnati on 
the Ohio, to St. Louis and Chicago, making con- 
aoe with all the great western system of 
roads? 

But the argument did not stop there. It was 
said that this n nage would prevent the building 
of new lines; that its object was monopoly, and 
that it would prevent the building of new lines. 
Was it true? Georgia led the union during the 
next year in the building of new roads—led the 
unjonin railroad building. We had predicted 
that the making of this system would force the 
building of new lines.. Why? Does any man sup- 
pose that if the Atlanta and Charlotte Air-Line 
road had not passed into the possession of the 
Richmond and Danville and this system had not 
been made, that the Georgia, Carolina and Northern 
would be building on to Atlantatoday? Itwasthe 
fact thatthe Richmond and Danville controlled the 
Atlanta and Charlotte Air-Line, and was making 
a system in the south, collecting for itsown line

the commerce of this section,. that forced the | 


building of that line of road to Atlanta. Further 
than that I predicted we would see a line built 
from Birmingham to the seain connection with 
the Kansas City road. This is all past history, and 
the realizations of the predictions then made have 
come with lightning rapidity in the space of less 
than three years. We have seen a system of 
roads started by the enterprising citizens of 
Macon, which, but for the stringent Anancial con- 
ditions of the world, coupled with the fact that 
Georgia railroad credit had been shaken to 
the core, would,in my humble judgment, have 
been completed, giving another great line from 
the west to the Atlantic. I saidtothe gentlemen 
engaged in this smaller railroad enterprise then, 
and I say it. now, “Shake the credit of your 
yreat enterprises, destroy faith in the people 
protecting property and youcan no more sely 
your bonds than we can sell ours. If we cannot 
sell our bonds based on our railroads, 
the time will come when you can- 
not sell yours, and failure will stare you in the 
face.”” Leave this system standing. Move on 
under the flag of progress. Direct this trade once 
from the northwest tothe south Atlantic, and I 
make the prediction tonight in sober, 
serions earnestness, not as a railroad 
advocate, but as a man who has iven 
some study to the material Gevelopment of this 
country, that you will force several of the great 
western systems to seek an outlet on the south 
Atlantic. It is absolutely certain. There is noth- 
ing more certain in pure mathematics than the 
proposition thatif you will leave your railroad 
systems untrammeled, and direct your attention 
to the commerce of this continent, that the short 
lines to the sea will tell with tremendous effect 
upon that commerce—with effect as certain and 
as powerful asthata women sword run through 
cobwebs. Why? Ihave shown you thatthe freight 
rates of the northwest are steadily approximating 
those of the northeast. I have shown you that the 
freight rates of the south are steadily approxi- 
mating those of the northeast. We have the ad- 
vantage of several hundred miles, I have shown 
you that the rates of profit on the northeastern 
systems are less than two mills per ton eet 
mile. So that it requires but a mere mathe- 
matical calculation to demonstrate the fact 
that those roads cannot go much 
lower without meeting bankruptcy, and 
that the short line at the same rate of freight with 
anything like a similar amount of volume, will 
undoubtedly make you money; with the same 
gross rate to the sea, its average rate per mile 
Inust necessarily be higher. There is no escape 
from the proposition. Then this Terminal com- 
pany does not mean the absorption of all roads, 
as has been charged against it. It is the forerun- 
ner; other systems are following it rapidly, stall 
others must follow them,and when they come 
you will see this conntry blossom as it has 
never blossomed in its history. Has not his- 
tory demonstrated that? Have not the argu- 
ments made only two years ago been ratified by 
the facts? 

But there was another argument advanced 
against the Terminal company, and that was that 
the rates of freight would advance. Now; I know 
tuere has been a great deal said that that proposi- 
tion has proved true. It is a mistake. be rates 
of freight in Georgia have declined, and have 
steadily declined, and the saving to the people of 
the state, all over the state, in the average de- 
cline in freight rates is enormous. 

What is to be gained by pursuing a backward 
policy? These gentlemen who have attacked this 
system were mistaken in the arguments they 
leveled against it. Time has answered them.
